The current QST of August 1997 has a calculation for 

arriving at the proper battery for powering your QRP radio. 

You can take the question and the answer and estimate 

your own battery power capabilities. 

Here is the question: 

Which of the following batteries is capable of powering a 

25w FM rig for 8 hours, assuming a 5% transmit-to-receive 

duty cycle, a 4 amp drain during transmit, and a .5 amp current drain 
during receive? 

Here is the answer which basically requires your total receive amperes 
and the total transmit amperes: 

The total energy drain is (8 hours x .95 x .5 A) plus 

(8 hours x 4 A x .05) equals 5.4 Ah or roughly 5 amps 

per hour. Use a battery with approx. 50 % reserve to maintain good 
voltage regulation. That makes 10 Ah the 

best choice. 

Substitute your own values in the example above.

Hi Gang...well I fired up the new 38S running on 17 meters 
for the first time this evening. It's still in the "basic" 
form, no final, nor TICK keyer. But it hears very well, and 
is putting out about 300 milliwatts of nice, clean r.f. on 
the band. No instabilities so far, and no dirft or chirp. 


It does have lots of THUMP though. During the construction, 
I did a lot of testing to determine where the thump comes 
from, and concluded that it is inherent in the design, by 
virtue of using the CD4066 for the T/R switching. I tried 
unsuccessfully several changes that I had hoped might make is 
go away, but nothing worked. I think the best approach is to 
add a FET switch and delay the return of the receive audio 
until the THUMP is over with. Others on the list have taken 
that approach, and I'm now convinced it is probably the best 
solution. 


The rig is running with a 2 pole crystal filter, which is about 

400 Hz wide, and does a nice job. The VXO uses the original 
22.1184 MHz crystal, and allows the rig to tune from 18.068 

to very nearly 18.096. It's shy of a 30 KHz tuning range 

by about 250 Hz. The VXO actually tunes from 22.100 MHz, upward to 
22.130 MHz. The 2nd local oscillator is at 4.032 MHz as is 

the crystal filter of course. Other than having to use different 
tuned circuits throughout the radio, it is build much the same as the 
original 30 meter version. However, I did leave out a few parts 
that were in the original, due to some minor redesign. I even 
learned some things about my 30 meter 38S that I am going to 

go back an redo, as it will make it a better rig. I'll post that 
information later, when those changes are made and confirmed. 


One of the benefits of using the lower i.f. frequency is the 
bleedthrough problem from 12 MHz on the original 38S isn't 
evident. There don't seem to be any strong signals on 4.032 MHz. 
At least not yet. Things may change with higher sun spot numbers. 


My plan is to put together a complete article for QRPp. After that 


issue is published, I'll post the article to this list, for the non- 
NorCal members, unless doing that is going to give Doug too much 
heartburn! :-)

I've done the TiCK mod, my bypass cap mod on 
D6, the T/R PIN diode mod, the FET thump mod, 5w PA mod, several 
decoupling mods, etc., etc. It is finally a clean, thump-free little 
radio. Had a nice chat with K7NA in San Diego yesterday with it, and had 
to turn down the RF gain at times! 


Well, it turns out the cabinet I first chose to house it doesn't have 
enough room for the E-dial by KD7S, (which I haven't built yet, either) 
so I'm gonna use another cabinet at a later date to house the E-dail and 
38S together. Gotta collect all the LEDs and IC's for the E-dial, but it 
sure looks like a fun project! 


The cabinet's panel "looks better" with another knob for the RIT on the 
opposite side from the RF gain pot, (main tuning knob is in the center) 
so I'm probably gonna try the RIT mod again now that I have the correct 
crystal that will cover 10.101 to 10.122 Mhz. The original 3rd overtone 
crystal Doug got by mistake was in the rig when I first tried the RIT 
mod, so naturally it was a bust. Maybe it'll work as originally designed 
in the manual, but if not I'll try the saturated transistor switches as 
posted by KR5L. Has anyone got the original RIT to work OK without chirp? 


Also, I have a number of thermal pads rescued from old computer power 
supplies. Are these OK to use for heatsinking the IRF510 PA, or are they 
not OK to use in RF applications? I have the old familiar mica washer 
insulators, but the thermal pads are much easier and less messy to use. 
My case is so small it requires the use of the aluminum back of the 
cabinet for a heatsink surface because the R/S heat sinks I used with the 
rig "naked" and sitting on the desk won't fit. 


Oh, I also changed C25 from .01 to 330pf (thanks to Jim Kortge, K8IQY) 
and it does seem to reduce the undesired transmitter products 
considerably. It looks a lot better on the monitor scope, and seemed less 
"squirrely" during the tuning of TC-2. Sounds like his 17m 38S (1788S?) is 
coming along nicely! 


I also changed the @.1uf caps on the 7808 regulator after looking at the 
transmitted waveform on the ‘scope. It is a lot cleaner with 22uf for C39 
and 10uf for C40, both tantalums. Seems like some hash from the 74HC240's 
buffers was creeping into the 8v regulated line, as it does pull some 
pretty heavy digital pulses as it conducts. 


Hope to get the finished 38S in it's new cabinet on the air today! I'm 
still thinking of what color to paint the panel surfaces. Have you guys 
(gals) noticed how it takes longer to do the cabinet work than building 
the kit itself? 


Oh, yeah. Lighten up group. Jess Gypin's post was dead-on. Learn to read 
faster, and use the delete key if you don't like what you're reading. 
This IS only a hobby. Since 20m has been so rotten lately, I've been 
hanging out on 30m mostly. 40m is QRN city, so hope to meet some of you 
on 30m, and 20m when it improves. Be glad we have a decent list like 
this, and don't poison it. 


Where the heck is V85HY? Brunei? Where is that? Heard on the low end of 
30m yesterday morning. No luck catching him, as he went QRT too soon. 


That's all for now. Ft. Tuthill hamfest is this coming weekend!

I'd say it all depends on the antenna. Using a low inverted-vee, 

I just couldn't work much east of the Mississippi from AZ. When I 
finally had a chance to put up another antenna (the now-infamous 

Hamstick setup) with a dramatically different radiating pattern, 

QRP WAS (and most of 2xQRP WAS) came very easily. Now with the 

HB vert and 34 radials, I can work darn near anything I want to. 


Also (on the theory that midwest states work WAS more easily), if 
a midwest station only has an antenna with a really low angle of 
radiation, all the nearby states will in his/her skip zone. But 

a low dipole would probably rule out many coastal states, not to 

mention AK and HI. So again, depends.
